The document indexed as "ANE.I - 
Amendment After Final or under 37 CFR 1.312, initialed by the examiner" is a first page 
only of an after final amendment for a different application with different inventors, assignee, 
filing date and application serial no. (09/552,288) and has been erroneously placed in this
